ored race. There is no community of 
whites in Christendom which is aa little 
opea to such a charge as the community 
in which we live. Even in tbe old slavery 
days there were no more kindly and in 
dullest mailers than tbe fathers and 
grandfathers of the men who' meted eut 
to Richard Colrman the penalty de 
manded by outraged justice for the com 
million of a multiple crime; and the mis 
erable wretch who suffered this penalty 
bore witness, even while reeking with 
the blood of bii benefactress, to the kind' 
neaa which from childhood be had re 
celTed at her hands. Is Dick Coleman 
to be deliberately selected by the colored 
people of Mason county as a represents 
tive type of their race? Does not the 
very suggestion dishonor tbe memory of 
slaves who rest beside 
s in the burial ground! of this 
county I Ought not the true men of tbe 
colored race to have been the first (as 
some, indeed, have been) to step forward 
and denounce the perpetrator of this hor 
rible crime, or "plexus of crimes," an 
monster too hideous and repulsive to be 
classified with any braacb of the bu 
race? 

Not many years hitve elapsed I 
three incarnate devils, in a neighboring 
county, outraged and murdered three 
little girls, and fired the houie to consume 
their bodies and conceal tbe crime Whil 
was the remit'? Many livei were lost 
and thousands of dollars were expended 
to save these wretches from the lame 
swift penally which was measured out to 
Richard Colrkan on Wednesday last. 
All the military forces of tbe Common- 
wealth were invoked to reicue from the 
swift band of justice these three devils,— 
monsters of lechery and murder — whe 
were maaqnerading in a civilized com 
munity in white skins and uader Christian 
names. Did tbe sympathies of the white 
race go out towards these writchei / Has 
their memory been coniecrated in the 
traditions of that race? Rave their 
names been inscribed in the Caucasian 
calendar of martyrs and saints? 

But thii is not all. There was bora 
many years ago of a slave mother upon 
Southern plantation a child who, in spite 
r.f all that adverse fortune could do to 
thwart hii inborn inclinations for good, 
has aecome not only the bead and front 
of the hnmble race from which be sprang, 
but a conspicuous and honorable example 
to the poor and bumble of every race 
And yet tbe early conditions of his ca 
rear (in many reipecta the samei were far 
lass favorable than those of the villainoas 
creature who perisbed in the gravel pit 
on Wednesday lait. Now these are plain, 
indisputable facts. If there are men of 
wisdom in the colored race of Mason 
county let them speak oat boldly to their 
own people,— In their palpits, at their 
flresidei, in the schoolrooms, among the 
laborers in the fields and the loafen in 
the itreetB Is it Boorrr Washikoton or 
or is it Dick Coi.cman that is to be tbe 
ideal of your race ' 

The colored Blehop of New Jersey is 
not well informed nor wise. Tbe civil- 
ization of this county will bear compan- 
ion with that of New Jersey at least If 
Biihop Wallers *ere as well instructed 
aa a Biihop iboald be he would not ipeak 
•o unwisely to an ignorant, helpless, sen- 
•itive and unreflecting race. It is evident 
that tbe civilization of New Jersey has 
doae but little for him. Does civilization, 
from the New Jersey point of view, roat 
upon a baaii of education? A Harvard 
ProfeMor, who is universally known as a 
scholar and man of icience, says in bii 
history of Kentucky that Mason county is 
"the beat schooled county in tbe slate." 
Ex Gov. Brown,— a scholarly politician 
and a political scholar— in addreising a 
public meeting in this place last autumn, 
said in simple recognition of well known 
facts, that the county of Maion has 
always been as famous for the culture of 
ila people as rer the fertility ot iti soil 
If the good Bishop of New Jersey should 
over meet the ubiquitous Mason county 
man he will cheerfully ackaowledge the

Hut having voluntarily assumed the 
responsibility of so important a trust 
our duty is plain. We are not at lib- 
erty to depart from elementary prin- 
ciples, or to allow partisan zeal to 
force us to any conclusion which is 
not approved by our judgment end 
Banctioued by the law. 

In reaching a conclusion in this 
cose we are compelled to construe 
for the first time the statue under 
which we act. It has not received 
judicial costructlon or interpretation 
at the hands of any court. This 
of itself adds to our embarrassment . 
and if possible, to the magnitude of 
the disagreeable task before us. The 
capital question on the threshold is, 
wbut are the powers ami jurisdiction 
of the state hoard of election com- 
missioners sitting us a canvassing 
board, which is the eapacity in which 
it now acts.
